These  matters  are  set  for  hearing  before  your  Board  for 
Thursday  evening,  January  24.,  on  a petition  filed  by  me  on  behalf  of 
S.  S.  Kresge  Company  on  November  20,  1956. 

It  was  last  mentioned  in  copy  of  letter  in  your  file  of 
Resolution  957  written  by  me  December  31,  1956  to  S.  S.  Kresge 
Company,  Detroit,  the  last  four  paragraphs  of  which  dealt  with  what 
turned  out  to  be  a serious  mistake  of  fact  in  the  filing  of  the  petition. 

Your  Resolution  958  to  open  the  12-foot  alley  out  of  the 
Kresge  property  on  the  west  side  of  its  Lot  9 was  predicated  on  the 
vacation  of  the  west  12  feet  of  Lot  6 under  paragraph  (1)  of  the  petition 
filed  November  20.  However,  it  turns  out  that  there  was  no  such  aUey 
ever  opened  on  the  west  12  feet  of  Lot  6,  so  that  your  proceeding  957 
is  based  upon  a mistake  and  wiH  have  to  be  withdrawn  or  rescinded. 

For  the  same  reason,  proceedings  under  958  premised  on 
this  error,  ought  to  be  rescinded  or  at  least  postponed  in  order  not  to 
work  an  injustice  to  the  petitioner.  Following  conversation  of  yesterday 
morning,  you  questioned  whether  the  Board  would  rescind  it  but  indicated

that  they  would  continue  it  for  at  least  thirty  days  to  see  if  any  further 
agreements  can  be  reached  along  the  lines  of  the  original  arrangements 
made  by  Mr.  Knapke  on  behalf  of  not  only  S.  S.  Kresge  Company  and  Sears, 
Roebuck  & Co. , but  also  the  Lincoln  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company  on 
earlier  proceedings  at  the  time  Mr.  Knapke  was  working  on  the  re  zoning 
of  this  tier  of  Foster  Parkway  lots  for  parking  purposes. 


I am  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  original  understanding,  to  which 


I was  not  a party,  could  not  be  carried  out,  S.  S.  Kresge  Company  as 
petitioner  should  have  the  right  to  dismiss  this  petition  for  the  opening 
of  the  alley  out  of  its  very  limited  area  without  receiving  an  equivalent 
amount  of  space  on  the  other  side.  I mean  by  this  to  at  least  claim  the 
right  of  dismissal  predicated  on  mistake.
